He was wounded in the abdomen 
b> a fragment of shell from enemy 
artillery and lived for about one-half 
hour. After the first five minutes he 
became unconscious and suffered no 
pain. Immediately after being wound­ 
ed he shook hands with 
the 
boys 
around bidding them good-bye. 
He 
was# dressed and littered to the 1st 
aid station of the 1st Battalion, 101st 
U. S. Infantry where he died. His last 
words were “I am hit, I am going 
but I will get out of here alright; 
shake hands with me.” 
You may rest assured that he was 
prepared to go as a few days prev-i 
ious he had been in consultation with! 
the Chaplain. 
He was buried in a 
small military cemetery at Trugny 
Woods with other American soldiers. 
He was wounded while rendering 
aid to the wounded and you may well 
be proud of him as he was truly a 
brave soldier.

"The Bolsheviks promised us that 
we would have land and peace and 
plenty,” one sturdy old man said to 
The Associated Press Correspondent, 
"but we soon learned what was their 
theory. 
It was just this: 
"Tonight I go over 
and 
steal 
your cow and tomorrow night yon 
come back and cut my throat and 
steal it back.” 
The peasants here are now settling 
down to what they hope will be order 
and tranquility after a long reign of 
Bolshevik terror. 
All along the roads here one Ands 
in the evenings, 
peasants 
walking 
back Jto their houses with little bags 
of food ,given them by the Allies. 
Now* and then, they are given a can 
of jam, a luxury even for the rich in 
Russia now. 
In one village, which the Allies 
had not yet had time to reach with 
their food supplies, the correspond­ 
ent found one peasant family eating 
swan, which they described as ex­ 
ceedingly tough. 
“It was a sacred bird with us be­ 
fore,” one of the peasants apologiz­ 
ed, “but we have no meat and the 
Bolshevik! killed the fish In our lake 
with bombs from their airplanes.** 
The peasants are working willing­ 
ly under the kind treatm ent of Brit­ 
ish and American Russian-speaking 
soldiers. 
They were very glad to 
build an aviation field, cutting down 
many acres of thick Umber, because
